I write to file a compldnt ("Compldnt") agdnst: 1) Congressiiian Howard Berman:; 2) 
^ Congressman Berman's authorized campaign committee, Berman for Congress (FEC # 
sr C00147686); and 3) a pro-Berman Super PAC, the "Conmiittee to Elect an Effective Vdley 
O Cofigressman*' (EEC # C00507228) ("Berman Super PAC") (collectively, "Respondents"), This 

Compldnt, which dleges coordinated conmiunications aniong Respondents in yiiolation of 11 
CFR 109.21, is squarely v̂ dtiiin the Federd Election Commissiiori's ("FEG" or "Commissibn") 
jurisdiction. Accordingly, and for the reasons stated beloŵ  I resjpectfuUy request that tfae 
(Commission investigate this matter and penalize Respondents for their blatant coordination. 

Factual Background and Summarv of Argument 

This Complaint will lay out the most clearly documented case ever put before tiie FBC regarding 
coordination among a candidate, an authorized campaigii committee, and a Super PAC. The 
chief conduit for this coordination is politicd consultant Jerry Seedborg, who, at dii relevant 
times, has worked for and received payments from faoth Berman for Congress and the Berman: 
SuperPAC. 

The most important requirement imposed upoii Super PACs is that a candidate campdgn 
committee and its consultant(s) cannot coordinate campdgn strategy and message with a Super 
PAC and its consuitant(s).. Here, the consultant is the same person̂  Jerry Seedborg. 

Berntait for Congress and Congressman Beriiii'an have a longstanding relationship with politicd 
consultant Jerry Seedborg. This relationship goes back at least 30 years. On his websiteŝ  Mr. 
Seedborg prominentiy featiu-es words from fellow longtime political consultants for Berman for 
Congrossr-<xOngressman Berman's brother Michael and his partnerj Carl D'Agostino; "Every 
time Berman and D'Agostino Campaigns has a campdgn project we liim to Jerry Seedborg and 
his Voter Guide Slate Card for help. Jerry has been a trusted friend and tdented coAsultant for 
30+ years."̂  Michael Berman is not only the brodier of Howard Berman, he is also a strategist 
for Berman for Congre$s.. From 2000 to 2.010> Berman for Congress pdd MiGhdel Bennan over

Berman for Congress has retained Mr. Seedborg and his company, Seedborg CampdgnS j Inĉ  
("Seedborg Cdmpdgns"), for consulting and otiier related services i'li connection widi 
Congressman Berman's current race for California's 30̂^ Congressiond District. From Januaiy 1 
to Mareh 31,2012, Bennan for Congress paid a totd of $132,300̂  to Seedborg Campaigns and 
Mr.. Seedborg for consulting and other related serviceSî '

^ Mr. Seedborg clearly knows the strategic assumptions behind Berman for Congress' campdgn 
Q strategy and was pdd over $1.32,000 to develop campdgn strategy. Mr. Seedborg then began 
Ml advising and creating targeted mailings on behdf of die Berman Super P Ad, From jenuary 1 to 
^ March. 31,20] 2=—̂the s.ame peripd of time Mr.- Seedborg and Seedborg Campaigns received 
^ $132v3Q0' from Bennan for Congresŝ the Bennan Super PAC. incurred a ;$23:,595 debt to Mr. 
^ Seedborĝ s slate card company, Voter CrUide Slate Cartls ("VGSC"), for the drafting, design, 
Q targeting and production of prorBerman slate cardS: to be. mdled to certain voters widiin 
rg California's .30*'' Congressiond District,̂  

For all intentŝ  aird puiposes, Mr. Seedborg and his two companies—Seedborg Campdgns and 
VGSO—are one and the same. Mr. Seedborg is the founder and principd of Seedborg 
Campdgns, and he describes himself on VGSC's website as the founder and prihcipd of 
VG'SC- Additiondly, both companies are located at thesame address (6285 E. Spring Street, 
Suite 202, Long Beacjh, CA 9080$) and have the sme phone number (562-425̂ 5251)? FEĈ  
regulations on cooidination treat the owners, officers, and employees of a ĉ impdgn vendor as a 
single unit' 

This unity betweeii .Seedborg; Campaigns and VGSC exists not only in tenns of ownership, 
physipal location̂  and telephone numberj but dsO with respect to both companieŝ  reliance upon 
Mr. Seedborg's campaign expertise and experieiice. To this end, the VGSC website states; 

Jeny [Seedborg] has been a keen observer and analyst ofthe histpry,. trends, and 
eyolving technology of elections and translates that knowledge into successful 
campdgn straiteigies and competitive game plans. Seedborg Campdgns 
consisting firm and statewide Voter Guide Slate Cards combines [j'lc] time-tested

Based upon die Berman Super PAC's furst-quarter 2012 FEC filing declaring "slate mail" as the 
nature of die $23,595: debt owed to VGSC, it is cte tiiat diis debt is for YGSC's drafting, 
design̂  targetmg, production, and mdHng of hundreds Of thousands of pro-Be^ cards. 
Invariably, di the strategies and tactical decisions in effectuatiiig an effective slate mdler 
campdgn are inextricably and materidly affected by Mr. Seedborg's concuireht role as; 
consultant tb Bermajri for Congress and lus intimate knowledge of Berman for Congress' 

^ eampdgri strategy and message. Examples of the strategic and tactical decisions needed to 
Q effectuate' an effective slate mdl campdgn include; 
Ml 
rg (1) Content: What slogans and endorsements to list on the card ais reasons for voters to 
^ vote for Congressman Berman. 
^ (2) Timing: When to mail the slate cards so as to have the maximum effect given the 
0 timing of Berman for Congress mdlers. Does Bennan for Congress plan to target 
rg Cdifomia's many vote-by-mdl voters, who vote weeks before "election day"? When 

will Bennan for Congress start its advertising so that the slate mdler is effective? 
(3) Targeting: Should slate cards be mdled only to Democrats, or is the Berman for 

Congress campdgn sending materid to Republicans, such that thC: slate mdler will 
"close the ded" and attract Republican votes as allowed in Cdifornia's open 
priinary? Should voters witfa a history of vbtiiig only occasionally be targeted, and 
how does; this interfere with the expected mailing of die Berman for Congress 
campaign? 

In light of Mi*. Seedborg's and VGSC's roles as "common vendors" to both, Berman for Congress 
and,the Berman Su|)er PAC, these pro-Berman slate cards constitute "coordinated 
communications" in violation of 11 CFR 109.21. 

Legal Ailment SiettinfeĴ tf rt̂  Respondents' Violations of 11 CFR1D9>21 

With dl die publidty shined upon Super PACs during this election cycle, President Obama, his 
presumptive opponent Mitt Romney, and two would-be Republican Presidentid nominees— 
Newt Gingrich and Ribk Santorum—̂ have dl stressed that no one involved, in their cainpdgns 
has had any contact with those making messagiiig and expenditure decisions at a Super F AC. 

Unlike these Presidentid candidates and their respective authorized campdgn committees aiid 
Super PACs, Respondents have ignored this î damental laŵ  embodied in 11 CFR 109.21 ̂  
prohibiting coordinated communications. As discussed in fiirther detdl below, Respondents 
violated 11 CFR 109.21 's anti-coordination proylsions when the Berman Super PAC retained 
Bennan for Congress' consultant Jerry Seedborg and Mr. Seedborg's coitipany, VGSG, to create

Respondents' actionŝ  as described herein, convincingly meet the three-prong test for 
"coordinated cornmunication," as set forth by tl CFIiiL 109.21. 

Pronjg #1: Siate Cards for Bermanvfor Congress were Paid for bV a Super PAC 

The first prong is clearly satisfied because the relevant communications (i.e., pro>-Bennan slate 
cards) have been "paid for, in whole or in part, by a person other than that candidate, authorized 
committee, or political party eommittee." •

rg Here, the Berman Super PAC—an entity that is supposed to be separate fix>m Congressman 
1̂  Berman and Berman for Congress—̂ incurred a $23̂ 595 debt to VGSC for the draftinjg, design, 
^ targeting, production, and dissemination of prorBerman slate cards. It is clear that this debt Was 
Q incurred for VGSC's work On slate cards because in its FEC filing for the $23,595 debt, the 
fsj Bennan Super PAC lists "slate mdl" under "Nature of Debt." VGSG stands for "Voter Guide 
H Slate Cards," and creating and effectuating slate card mdl campdgns is its primary business.

11 CFR 109y21(d)(4), the third prong, consists of three component parts that determirie whether 
a "commercid vendor" is a "common vendor" for, on the one hand, a candidate and/or his/h^ 
campdgn, and on the other hand, a Super PAC. 

Herej dl three components of Prong #3 are satisfied because: a) Jerry Seedborg and VGSC are 
"commercid vendors/' as defined in 11 CFR 116.1(c); b) Atthe same time they have been 
retained by the Berman Super PAC to create, produce, target, and/or distribute pro-Berman slate 
cards, both VGSC (through owner and officer Mr. Seedborg) and Mr; Seedborg have provided

Super PAC—an entity (Supposedly) 
separate from .Congressman. Bennan and Berman for Congress—̂ retained cpnlmercial vendors 
Nfr. Seedborg and vd̂ SC at a cost of $23,595 tb createi produce; iand distribute pro-Betjiiâ  
cards.

The second part of Prong #3,11 CPR l()9.21(d)(4)(ii), requires a complainant show tfaat a Super 
PAd's commeroid vendor (including any owner, officer, or employee tiiereoi^ has provided 
consulting services (br any other serviee enumerated at 11 CFR 109.21 (d)(4)(ii)(A)-(I)) to a 
candidate or his campaign withih 120 days of beiiig retained by the Super PAC.: 

Here, this requiremeiit is satisfied becausê  from at least Januaiy 1 to March .31* 2012, Jerry 
Seedborg and VGSC (through officer atid owner Jerry Seedborg) provided Cohsulting and other

In response to accusations of such clear coordination involving Jeriy Seedborg, Bermaii for 
Congress senior advisor Brandon Hall was quoted on April. 20,2012 by the Los Angeles Times as 
saying, "Jeny Seedborg and [Berman for Congress] parted ways almost two months ago."'̂  This 
is. simply untrue, and even if true, would not exculpate Respondents here, 

Berman for Congress' FEC filing for January 1 to March 31,2012 shows that Berman for 
Congress paid $132,300 for services rendered by Seedborg Campdgns and Mr. Seedborg, vvidi. 

0 the most recent paynient of $50,000 on March 20,2012.̂ ° And die Berman Super PAC's FEC 
Ml filing for the same period shpws a $23,595 debt to Mr. Seedborg's company, VdSC, for "slate 
^ mdl"̂ * and that debt was incurred before March 31,2012.

^ Aceordmgly, since Mr. Seedborg, both individudly and through his companies, provided 
CP consulting and other services to Congressman Berman and Berman for Congress while 
rg conQUtrently—̂ tet done within 120 days of-*-being retained by the Bennan, Super PAC for "slate 

mdl," this factor is demonstrably satisfied. 
Compldnant need not show that Jerry Seedborg was receiving inside information or providing 
strategic advice to Bennan for Congress on the. exact day he was strategizing and designing a 
slate mdler program for the Berman Super PAC. FEC regulations (eg., 11 CFR 109.21(d)(4)) 
provide a 120-day rule. Coordination exists whtn a common vendor (including any owner or 
officer thereof—in this case, Jerry Seedborg and VGSC) has provided any of the following 
services to the "authorized campaign committee" (Berman for Congress) "during the previous 
120 days:,.. Developing the content of a public communication; producing a public 
conimunication;. ...developing voter lists or mdling list" (such as selecting which voters are to 
receive a particular slate card).

The find part: of Prong #3,11 CFR 109.21(d)(4)(i:ii), is satisfied ifa complainant denionstrates 
that the "commeroid vendor uses or conveys... .information about the campdgn plans, projects, 
activities, or needs bf the clearly identified candidate.. .and that informatibn is materid to the 
creation, production, or distribution of the communication.̂ '̂

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Prong #3's find part is clearly satisfied here. As owner and officer of VGSC, Jerry Seedborg is 
paid by the Bennan Super PAC to sirategize, dbsign, target, and produce hundreds bf thousands 
of slate cards touting Congressman Bennan. Mr. Seedborg will decide what parts bf 
Congrossman Bermanr's record and which of his endorsements to feature on these slate cards. 
Mr. Seedborg will.dso decide to which voters to mdl die slate cards and when tg do :s.o—all 
material strategic deipisionS in a mailr-driven cainpdgn. 

And supposedlŷ  Mr. Seedborg will do dl this without knowing what advice he has personally 
oo given Berman for Congress—advice for which he and Seedborg Campdgns have received over 
rg $132,000. Such a scenario is possible oiily if Mr. Seedborg's niind was cleared of dl knowledge 
^ of the Bennan for Cbngress campaign plan, which was possible only in the movie Total Recall. 
rg 
lfl While a consultant for Berman for Congress, Mr̂  Seedborg undoubtedly has been exposed to and 
^ has strategized. about "campaign plans, projects, activities, or needs."̂  Afier dl, heifiy payments 
^ to Mti Seedborg and Seedborg Campaigns totding $132,300 over only a three-month period 
^ clearly were not for de minimis functions, but rather could only be for Mr. Seedborg's strategy, 

advice, and handling of other sensitive campdgn matters (e.g., campaign message). 
rg 

With non-publiCj insider information in tow, Mr. Seedborg has been concuirentiy retdned by the 
Berman SuperPAC to create, produce, and/or distribute pro-Berman slate cards. As previously 
asserted herein, the content (e.g., particular slogans, endorsements) on these pro-'Berman slate 
cards, the recipients of these slate cards, and the timing ofthe mdlings are inextricably and 
mat^idly affected by Mr. Seedborg's Concurrent role as consultant to Bennan for Cbngress and 
his intimate knowledge of Berman for Congress:' campdgn strategy and message.̂  

Accordingly, this factor and the previous two &ctors comprising Prong #3 are satisfied. As 
Prongs #1 and #2 are dsb satisfied, this Compldnt has demonstrated that Respondents have 
violated 11 CFR 109.21 's bar on coordinated comiiiunications. 

•Gopclusion 

In light of this crystal clear case of coordinated, communications, I respectfully request that the 
Commission investigate this matter and penalize Respondents for their wanton violations of 
federd election law.

Details ofthe new super PAC, called the Valley-llsrael Alliance, were hard to come by but its very 
existence, ontbpof a handful of others, may sigh^ hew power for these "supef" grbiips - that can 
accept milimited donations from indiyiduals, corporations and unions. They have emerged already to 
back nearly every major presidential candidiEife. Now they are emerging in. congressibnai contests, and 
reform advocates are sotmding apoplectic. 

A lawyer for the new group said it represents a coalition of U.S. and pro-Israel intefests acting 
"independently suppbrting Howard Berman's reelection." The lawyer. Brad Hertz of the Sutton Law 
Group, declined to provide further details on the group's backers or its fundraising plans. His colleague, 
Jesse Maitiardi, serves as treasurer of the group and signed the filings submitted to the Federal Election 
ColAimissioh last week. 

"Our campaign does not know Jesse ;Mainatdi, nor do we know his activities or intentibnSj and 
Congressman Beniian iis certainly not plaiming bn attending any events or fund-iaisers hosted by hiis 
organization," said the cbngtessmiah's campaign manager, Mibhuael Berman. 

The FEC registiiation this month represents formation of one ofthe first super PACs for a si}ecific!Hbuse 
cahdidate. At least one has been, registered on behalf of a Senate incumbent, Utaih RiepubUcan Sen. Qrrin 
Hatch, And several haye been set up to promote groups of candidates, such as one benefiting the 
so-called Young Guns, the nickname foir conservative fieshmen Republicans. 

Under terms, ofthe Supreme Court's Citizens United decision and subsequent .interpretatipiis by thCi 
Federal Electibn Commission, these new super PACs inust be technically independent of candidates and 
their official campaigns; Tbisyear has seen establishment of super PACs connected to presidential 
.candidates: Many are run by former pbliticai aides to the candidates. 

The emergence of these big-dollar canipaign advocacy cpmmittees is distFessing: to reformers, vho say .it

"It lis the most dangerous vehicle for corruption in our political system today," said Fred Wertheimer who 
led the effort to enact campaign reforms after the Watergate scandal bf the 1970s. "The candidate-
specific super PAC exists to eviscerate the limits on contributions to candiiciates that were enacted to 
prevent corruption."
